Action. Additionally, Kusakabe's disclosure of noise reduction makes obvious the Applicant's claimed ringing artifact detection and 
reduction because Kusakabe teaches noise or artifacts arise from the sensing element used to record an image; and removing the noise 
while suppressing deterioration of image information, such that the noise removal is effective for block distortion, which is generated in a 
decoded image and is exemplary of image deterioration due to noise. Thus, although Kusakabe fails to specifically recite "ringing 
artifacts" his teachings make obvious the suppression of ringing artifacts.. 
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
